He maintamed that all the fictions of Greek 
and Roman mythology covered some great 
philological truths, He took the fable of 
Perseus and Medusa, and believed that from 
the word Perseus, wuich, beiug divided, con- 
tained the roots of the words for serpent and 
reptile. The text of the story was foreshad- 
owed, and was contained in the name itself; 
and so of all fables, the names under which 
they were known, were mouogramatic, and 
afforded a key to the story to which they gave 
name. 

. — Was the original alphabet of the Greek 
language, iv your view, formed from arbitrary 
sigve and the language thus bullt up, or was 
it derived from some other language and 
subsequently per fected? A.—Hardly arbitrary,

The cable 
stretched and tightened but the column stood 
firm. The windlass broke and the pulley flew 
into the air and then descended, striking a 
sailor and wounding him. After this accident 
Abadie declared that he needed two hours in 
which to repair the tackle. The odds rose that 
the column would not fall. At a quarter 
@ past five o'clock it was given out that the col- 
umn would not fall before seven o’clock, A 
general expression of disapprobation went 
through the crowd. Abadie was accused of 
complicity with the Versailles Government, 
and threatened with the guilloting At 
twenty minutes past five o’clock the cable 
again stretched for the work of demolition. 
Suddenly, to the surprise of the spectators, 
the vast column moved end swayed. It next 
swept magnificently down, bursting 
into fragments as it struck the 
earth. It fell length wise in 
the Rue de la Paix, exactly on the manure 
Cushion prepared for it, splintering with a 
Gull, heavy, lumbering sound, whilea thick 
cloud of dust and crushed and powdered ma- 
sonry rose in the air.

A Meeting in St. Louis to Aid in 
the Removal of Colored Peo- 
ple to Africa, 


AFRICAN NATIONALITY.

During the last 
few years there bad been no formal statement 
of the affairs of the society, anc perhaps it 
might have dropped out o their notice. It 
might also be supposed that the ends and ob-

That view, however, came from a very partial 
understanding of the objects of the suciety, 
which depended more on the condition of the 
colored people on the African contineat than 
u this.
